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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 -7 have been canceled. 

2. Applicant is noted that the renumbering of claims 8-16 was improper. The original 
numbering of the claims will be maintained. 

3. Claims 8-16 remain in the application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claims 8, 10-13 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Oshima(JP914,319). 

Oshima discloses a watercraft having an aft region and including a main propulsion 
means 2 for propelling the craft located centrally between opposite sides of the watercraft 
and first and second steering propulsion devices 1 1 A, 1 IB, located on opposite sides of 
the main propulsion means. The main propulsion means includes a main propulsion 
shaft connecting the prime mover with propeller 2. The method of claim 16 is inclusive 
in the operation of the propulsion and steering means disclosed. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 9, 14, and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Oshima in view of Heer et al. 

Heer et al discloses the mounting of a propulsion means in a watercraft by creating a space 
below the deck of the watercraft. In view of these disclosures, it would have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art to mount the steering units of Oshima in a space below the cargo 
deck, generally as taught by Heer et al. Such a location would have been desirable as providing 
a safe place to provide maintenance to the steering units. The number of main propulsion means 
is deemed to have been an obvious matter of design choice to one skilled in the art.
